In other words, if the Irish people accept 
it and the Imperial Parliament boggles 
at even one of its clauses, the whole settle- 
ment will have collapsed. If, however, 
the people’s sanity rejecfs a Constitution 
which Great Britain could not ratify, that 
very sanity will kill the Treaty; for the 
Treaty and the Constitution. must stand 
or fall. together. Thus by yesterday's 
bargain the whole framework of Irish 
peace is gravely and doubly menaced. 
Perhaps, Messrs. Griffith and Collins can 
save it even now by a firm refusal to help 
the extremists’ plans. 


France and Britain. 


We welcome the news that Mr. Lloyd 
George is contemplating a visit to Paris, 
where he- will seek an exchatige of views 
with M. Poincaré, the new Premier. Since 
the fall of M. Briand during the Cannes 
Conference Anglo-French relations have 
been anything but satisfactory, M. Poin- 
caré has re-instituted the old methods of 
international diplomacy, and, while much 
may be said in’ favour of his action, the 
stiff courtesy vf formal “ Notes “ is a poor 
substitute for heart-to-heart talks between 
Allies and friends. Several important 
differences have arisen between the two 
countries. M. Poincaré never was greatly 
enamoured of the proposed Conference at 
Genoa, and has been doing his best to 
postpone it—if possible, sine die—while 
Mr. Lloyd George has staked his political 
future on its success. Again, the French 
Premier has adopted a very strong policy 
in regard to reparations. Britain is 
anxious to give Germany a chance to 
restore her shattered credit in the world ; 
but France insists that the letter of the 
London ultimatum shall. be 

Finally, there is the submarine 
question. French opinion has been in- 
flamed by Lord Lee’s statements at 
Washington and his subsequent letter to 
the British Press. The First Lord of the 
Admiralty, our readers will remember, 
accused the French Naval Staff of sym- 
pathy with German methods of submarine 
warfare, and some very acrimonious 
criticisms have appeared in the newspapers 
on both sides of the English Channel. As 
our London Correspondent remarks, the 
only really fixed point in the whirligig of 
European politics to-day is the vita] need 
for Anglo-French unity. At present such 
unity does not exist.

The Irish Railways. 


We congratulate the Great Southern and 
Western Railway Company on what,- in 
all the circumstances, must be regarded as 
a very successful-year. At the general 
meeting in Dublin yesterday Sir William 
Goulding told the shareholders that gross 
receipts had increased during 1921 by some 
£574,000. Expenses, on the other hand, 
had risen by over £468,000; but the 
wotking account showed a gross profit of 
£47,450, as compared with a loss of 
$58,243 during the previous year. In 
spite of this great improvement, however, 
the company was foreed to face a deficit 
of £120,000 in order to pay a dividend of 
4 per cent. Sir William Goulding referred 
at length to the new conditions in Ireland, 
and laid particular stress on the damage 
which was being done to industry by 
strikes. He reviewed the events in con- 
nection with the Carrigan Award, adding 
that the six months truce had been 
virtually forced on the companies. He 
promised that a reduction of wages would 
he followed by a fail in rates, and welcomed 
the appointment of a Commission by the 
Provisional Government to investigate, 
inter alia, the possibilities of railway 
amalgamation. ‘There is no doubt that 
something must be done. Improvement 
can be reached only through a thorough 
revision ef the whole railway system and 
a better understanding between 
and men. The people are sick of high 
rates and strikes, They want 
cheapness and efficiency.

Turkish Impudence. 


Whatever we may think about the moral 
qualities of the Turks, they certainly are 
not lacking in assurance. ‘The Foreign 
Minister of Mustapha Kemal’s Govern- 
ment has left, Angora for Paris and Rome, 
taking with him a series of demands which 
will astonish the world. In the first 
place, Constantinople must be restored to 
the position which it occupied before the 
war, and all foreign troops must be with- 
drawn from the city. In the next place, 
no privileges must be accorded to non- 
Mohammedan minorities in any. part of 
the Turks’ Dominions, “except such as 
are compatible with the Nationalist Pact,’’ 
whatever that may be. Foreign Powers 
must pledge the mselves to refrain from 
intervention in Armenian affairs; Turkey 
must be absolutely free in military, finan- 
cial, and political domains. Smyrna and 
all territory which is occupied by the 
Greeks must be restored “uncondition- 
ally ” to the Porte, and the Allied Powers 
must recognise all the so-called treaties 
which have been concluded by the Angora 
Government. Evidently Angora has Post 
all touch with opinion in the Allied 
countries. If the Anglo-Saxon peoples are 
unanimous in anything, it is in their 
determination that Turkey never shall en- 
danger the world’s peace again.

Already 
private enterprise had set up matrimonial 
bureaur with a view to the discovery 
of suitable husbands for war widows and 
girls who had been made orphans by the 
war, The organmstions proved to be so 
successful that their promoters thought 
that the idea might be enlarged so as to 
meet the problem of marriage on a 
national scale. The directors of the 
National Fund for War Widows and 
Orphans co-operated with the proprietor of 
the principal marriage bureau, and planned 
to bring together suitable mates from all 
classes.

AGREEMENT ANNOUNCED. 

The unexpected has happened once again in 
Trish politics. The anticipation of trouble at 
the Ard Fheis and the endless talk during 
‘Tuesday's proceedings resulted yesterday in 
nothing more harmful than a musical enter- 
tainment and a party agreement. 

The: persistent plea for unity compélied the 
respective jeaders to seek a quiet sanctuary in 
a remote part of the Dublin Mansion House 
yesterday morning and hammer out some 
agreed scheme of settlement. 

They had been told overnight that they must 
agree, desmte themselves, and while they wére 
engaged in that delicate task during thé morn- 
ing the 3,000 delegates poured into the Round 
Room in better humour than wee | they 
assembled on Tuesday. They smilingly sub- 
mitted to the same close scrutiny ot their 
credentials, and they took their places 
apparently happy.in the thought that all was 
well, ‘Tueir optimism was refreshing, but 
wiseacres, accustomed to reading the stars in 
the political firmament, shook their heads in 
doubt. _The breach, they argued, was too wide 
to be filled and the question of principle too 
serious to be adjusted. 

But Irish politics nowadays are not governed 
by the ordinary conventions. What open 
diplomacy failed to achieve on Tuesday even- 
ing a secret conclave accomplished yesterday,

A split in the Sinn Fein organisation 
has been postponed—at least, that is what 
the delegates were expected to understand 
from the terms of the agreement which 
was read out by Mr. de Valera, and to 
which he and Mr. Stack on the part of 
the Republicans and Mr. Griffith and Mr. 
Collins on the part of the Free State Party 
subscribed their names. 


The Ard Fheis stands. adjourned for three 
months. 

Thé Standing Committee in the meantime is 
to ¢onsist of the Officers’ Board. 

Dail Eiréann will function regularly as befofe 
the signing of Articles of Agreement. 

No vote in the Dail is to be regarded as a 
party vote requiring the resignation of the 
President and Cabinet. 

No Parliamentary Election will be held durmg 
the three months. 

Of these provisions, the vital one is the last. 
The appeal to the country, which so many people 
have regarded asurgent and essential, has been 
put off for three months. This appears de be most 
unfortunate, but apparently it is the only price 
at which unity in the Sinn Fein ranks could 
be purchased.

If it were the fact that unity had been 
secured, it might be possible to imagine that 
a good bargain had been struck. But such 
is not. the case. There are unquestionably two 
arties in Sinn Fein, and the proceedings on 

esday showed that these two parties are com- 
pletely at variance on essential and funda- 
mental matters. One wants a Republican 
olicy and absolute independence of Great 
ritain ; the other 1s content to accept the Frec 
State within the Empire. The latter are ob- 
viously not all Free Staters by conviction, but 
they are fully conscious of the fact that it is 
the best concession that can be secured, and 
as such they accept it. — These two parties 
cannot possibly be accommodated on any middle 
course. 

That the split is not alone inevitable, but is 
actually in existence, is clearly recognised by 
the Republican Party, and probably also by 
the Free State Party. The former held a 
meeting in the Mansion House yesterday after- 
noon after the agreement was reached, and 
virtually inaugurated their election campaign. 
There were, it is stated, over.a thousand dele- 
gates present, and these were addressed by Mr. 
de Valera. All the paraphernalia for an elec- 
tion campaign was present. The constitucncies 
were canvassed, and local delegates were con- 


-sulted as to nossibilities. 


One of the plans arranged was to have in 
every’ constituency an Execiitive body, consist- 
ing‘of six members, who would have full charge 
locally. Of these six, according to one report, 
two must be local members of the I.R.A.

PRESS OUTBURST.

It has now been established that thirty- 
four members of the crew of the American 
airship Roma were‘ killed and eleven 
saved, ha 

The dead include thirteen officers, 
sixteen other ranks, and five civilians. 

The flames were finally extinguished late 
on Tuesday night, and all that remains 
of the magnificent vessel is a mass of 
twisted girders. 

An inquiry into the disaster opened at 
Norfolk, Virginia, yesterday, under the 
direction of officers of the U.S, Army Air 
Service from Washington. 

The evidence pointed to the probability 
that the rudder of the Roma’ buckled, 
throwing the stern of.the craft upward 
and crippling the steering apparatus. This 
caused the huge airship fo dive to the 
ground. 

Major-General Parick, head of the Army 
Air Service, said that the evidence thus 
far indicates that there was no accident 
to the controls regulating the altitude. 
He says that there was no tire while the 
Roma was in the air, but that the ex- 
plosion followed on her coming into con- 
tact with the high tension electric wires 
on her descent. 


HELIUM SUBSTITUTED.

NEW YORK, Wednesday. 

Yesterday's accident to the airship Roma, 
coming so soon afte that of R 38, has aroused 
the strongest feelings throughout the country. 
These feelings are reflected in this morning's 
newspaper comment. 

The Vew York Herald, referring to,the state- 
ment thet the helium with which Rom: 
was supplied was later removed, because it was 
all the helium that the Government owned, and 
that hydrogen was substituted, says that “ as 
if this were a reason for sending oyr men into 
the air in an infernal machine.” 

The newspaper, quoting: from ite editoria! on 
the occasion of the RK 38, asks, “ Has America 
had enough of these accursed Zeppelins now ? 
We have had two, “nd they are only memories 
of death and ehame.”’ 

The Tribune says that the Government's 
widely-neralJed helium project has not been so 
successful as was predicted. The newspaper 
understands that the Government has only 
heltum enough to fill one small Navy observa- 
tion balloon. It advises a much more conserva- 
tive policy hereafter in, lighter-than-air aviation 
by the use of machines of such size that they 
can be filled with non-explosive gas. 

The New JYork Herald, however, predicts 
that the experiments with lighter-than-air 
craft will be no more checked by euch disasters 
than was the progress of railways by early 
tragedies on the track.

Before retiring on Tuesday night the 
man ordered a bottle of champagne, which 
the couple evidently consumed, for an 
empty bottle was found in the room, They 
booked at the hotel on Tuesday in the 
names of Mr. and Mrs. Orosby, but in- 
quiries made by the police during the day 
showed that this was not the man's proper 
name, and that the woman; who was 
attired in a sort of bridal costume, was 
not his wife. 

Later the identity of the clergyman was 
established as the Rey. Albert. Edwin 
Allaby, who had been staying at Mans- 
field, Nottingham. 

A letter was found in the woman's writ- 
ing, and, as a result of inquiries last 
night at Birkenhead, the police established 
her identity as Ethel Guthroe, who had 
been residing in an apartment house at 


Birkenhead for the past eleven years. 


It is thought that the empty bottle found 
on the dressing-table had contained poison.

CHARGES AGAINST HUSBAND

Representatives of three Turf commission 
agents in London gave evidence ag to reveiving 
on October 8 telegrams backing hóg ay for 
the race. -In one case the bet, made by Cap- 
tain Peel was “£2 each way, and the 
amount which was won was £31 5s. 

Asked if the amount was paid to Captain 
Peel, a witness replied in the negative. 

In the second case it was stated that Mrs. 
Peel made a similar bet, and the amount that 
she won, £351 5s., was paid to her on October 
14. On December 30 someone called on the 
firm and offered the money back, but it was 
declined. The same person called a few days 
later, and gave the waitress a written request 
from Captain Peel’s father to accept the money, 
which was done. 

A clerk to a commission agent siated that 
telegrams were received from Captain and Mrs. 
Peel, who each made a bet of “each war "' 
on Paragon. They each won £78 2s. 6d., which 
was paid. In December a certain person called 
and made an offer to refund the money, which 
was declined, but in January they had a wtitten 
authority, said the witness, from Major Peel, 
and they accepted. ° 

Mr. Peter Purcell Gilpin, the trainer of 
Paragon, gave evidence that he did not 
authorise Captain Peel to put any money on 
Paragon. 

Counsel for the defence said that it was not 
suggested by Captain Peel that Mr. Gilpin had 
a art on the horse.

ARD FHEIS DECISION. 


REGRET. IN ENGLAND. 
Ss 


Agcording to our Dublin Correspondent, the 
degision |at the meeting of the Ard. Fheis}, 
which was entirely unexpected, has caused dis- 
appointment as well as surprise among the 
supporters of the Treaty. In this country it 
will be received with uo less regret by all those 
who wish for the’establishment of a lasting 
‘peace in Ireland. We cannot accept the view 
that Mr. Collins has done well to agreé to the 
arrangement because of the assurances which 

has received, nor that, in consenting to it, 
he was moved by the consideration of avoiding 


The question of the ratification of the Treaty 
and the maintenance of peace is an Irish ques- 
tion. The people of this country will stand by 
the Treaty unless and until it is rejected by 
the Irish Free State, or unless some other step 
is taken in Ireland which is clearly incom- 
patible with the spirit and letter of its terms. 
They are disposed to leave to the Irish Free 
State complete freedom of decision within two 
unchangeable limits laid down at the time 
when the Treaty was settled... There must, 
they are determined, be no severance of Ireland 
from the commonwealth of free nations which 
constitute the British Empire, and they can- 
not, and will not, contemplate any coercion of 
Ulster. 

If Mr. Collias’s hopes of achieving unity on 
the basis of the Irish Constitution are well 
founded, with a real prospect of agreement by 
negotiation with the-North, the policy which he 
is pursuing will be followed in England with 
feelings of warm approval. But public opinion 
will watch with an anxiety, which yesterday’s 
proceedings in Dublin will in no way tend to 
diminish, the future course of Irish events. 


REVIVING TRADE. 

The Daily’ Rrpress says:—There are to-day 
indications of a real revival of trade from many 
important centres. Such indications have been 
noticeable before, but never so prominently. 
It seems as if the depression which has hung 
over us So dismally and so long were about to 
lift at last. We can all help, every one of us, 
in a great or small measure. This is no time 
for timidity. Confidence, courage, initiative, 
with an end of the fashionable pessimism proper 
to war time, add we shail pull out. he 
problems of revival is largely psychological. 


THE ADJOURNMENT. 

The Westminster Garctte says:—If the two 
partics in Sino Fein are satisfied with the 
suspensory agreement reached yesterday, ob- 
servers from outside have no reason to do any- 
thing but welcome it. Its effect is to stereo- 
type the present political situation for three 
months. It is for the Irish people to pass 
judgment on the party tacties,.as well as on 
the fundamental policies of the leaders who 
compete for their support, but we trust that 
they will require those leaders to observe the 
agreement reached yesterday in the spirit as 
well as in the letter. In that case Ireland will 
gain an invaluable breathing space in which to 
collect her thoughts, and to study m all its 
bearings the fateful choice which lies before her. 

The Daily News observes:—The agreement 
reached by the leaders of the opposing sections 
in the Sinn Fein Convention, after hours of talk 
in terms of blood and thunder, is a tribute to 
the practical commonsense of the Irish people. 
The postponement of the Irish elections appears 
to be a strategic victory for Mr. de" Walera, 
who is supposed to be gaining new adherents 
in opposition to the Treaty with every week of 
delay. In fact, it is nothing of the sort. It 
is a genuine. movement towards unity and 
goodwill, recegnised and weleomed enthuysiasti- 
cally by every member of the Convention.

An important statement on the Irish 
railway situation was made yesterday by 
Sir William Goulding, who presided at 
the annual meeting in Dublin of the Great 
Southern and Western Railway Company. 

The employés and the managers, he said, 
must come together and act sensibly in 
the matter of wages and working condi- 
tions. Wages had been raised to an 
uneconomic level, with the result that 
| rates had been increased to such an extent 
that they prevented the expansion of 
business. Now, when the cost of living 
was falling, they might expect to see wages 
fall, too—byt, not to the old figure. Rates 
would be reduced as soon as possible. 

Sir William welcomed the Free State, 
and asked every Irishman to support the 
Provisional Government. What every com- 
mercial company needed stable 
Government.

REBUILDING OF CORK.

At a meeting of the Cork Cit Reconstruction 
Committee representatives of the leafing firms 
who had been burned out attended to explain 
the resaons why they were not rebuilding. 
Councillor Egan, Deputy Lord Mayor, presided. 
Representatives of the firms explained that 
with few exceptions they received nothing 
under the head of their compensation awards 
for the burned buildings. Messrs. Robertson, 
Vedlie, Ferguson and Company reecived £87.000 
from Lioyds for the stock that had been 
burned, but it would cost £88,000 to rebuild 
the place. Tt was decided to send a deputation 
to wait upon the Provisional Government in 
Dublin to urge the necessity of receiving im- 
meistely the amount of compensation awards 
or a Government grarantes which would enable 
them to go to thé banks and raise the money.
